ACTIVITY ON CHILEAN VESSELS. 


The Sailors Newly Armed and Great Vigi- 
lance Shown—The Boston Arrives, 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Varparaiso, Chile, Dec. 24.—[Special.]— 
The United States cruiser Boston arrived here 
today. On high authority it is stated that a 
decision m the Baltimore case will be rendered 
immediately by the Supreme Court of Chile, 
and that the government will at once proceed 
to settle with the United States. 

There is scarcely any doubt that Gomez and 


Rodriquez, who respectively admitted stab-

It is believed that the finan- 
cial scheme of the bankers will propose the 
payment of customs duties in silver after June 
1, 1892.

BLOODY WORK OF ALABAMA OUTLAWS. 


They Rob a Merchant's Store, Burn His 
House, and Killor Maim the Occupants. 
Suusuta, Miss., Dec. 24.—The notorious 

outlaw, Job Sims, has returned to Choctaw 

County, Ala. Mr. John McMullan, a mer- 

chant of Choctaw County, was re- 

ceiving a load of merchandise 
from the landing, and Bob Sims 
leveled a Winchester rifle on the driver and 
made him unload the goods at Sims’ house, 
and sent McMillan word he would burn 
his house and kill him. McMiltan’s 
house was guarded that night, 
but last night at 11 = o’clock 
seven of the Sims gang, all armed with Win- 
chesters, fired McMilian’s house and shot the 
occupants as they ran out.

DEATH AFTER FRIGHT | *° 


BURGLARS HASTEN A WINNETKA 
WOMAN TO THE GRAVE. 


They Enter the Home of Mrs. Ernestina 
Meyer and Scare the Woman 8 That 
Ger Demise Follows — The Village 
Looted by a Gang of Criminals, One of 
Whom, It Is Thought, Was Woman 
Seven Houses Entéred by the Thieves— 
The Town Marshal's Theory. 


URGLARS raided the 
Town of Winnetka ear 
ly Wednesday morn- 
ing. The raid was al- 
most fruitless so far as 
booty goes, but indi- 
rectly it resulted in thé 
death of Mrs. Ernes- 
tin Meyer, an old resi- 

dent of the village. 
That Mrs. Meyer, 
who was 70 years of 
age, died from the re- 
sult of fright is the 
common opinion in 
the village, and when her neighbors turn out 
to escort her remains to Rosehill tomorrow 
each one will mourn for her as a victim of the 
raid of last Wednesday morning, Mrs. Meyer 
lived with her son George, a builder, in a 
comfortable home in Lakeside, as the north- 
ern portion of Winnetka is known. She was 
apparentiy a strong woman, but for a week 
before her death she had beén complaining 
of heart troubles. She retired last Tuesday 
night in fairly good health. A-few minutes 
after midnight her screams aroused her son 
and her daughter. ‘“There’s some 
one in the house, she cried. 
George hurried to his mother’s room, thénce 
to the kitchen, which he reached just in time 
to see the form of a manor woman—he was 
not sure which—disappearmg through the 
door into the back yard. His first impulse 
was to pursue the fellow, but, ‘knowing his 
mother’s condition, he went to her and quieted 
her by his assurances, Wednesday morning 
Mra. Meyer was about as usual, but it was 
plain that the experiences of the night had 
affected her. At 9 o’clock, while attending 
to ordinary household duties, she fell to the 
floor dead. Dr. Morrison was hastily sum- 
moned from the other end of the village, but 
his services were not needed. “She died of 
heart rupture,” the doctor said. He gave a 
certificate assigning heart rupture as the 
“probable cause.“ and failed to have the 
Coroner notitied, as should have been done. 
The doctor said that the excitement and 
alarm to which the old woman had been sub- 
jected by the burgiar probably had to do with 

hastening her end. 
Winnetka Plundered by Burglars. 

To the 1,200 persons who find homes in Win- 
netka the raids of burglar bands are not novel. 
While burglaries are flot of nightly occur- 
rence they are done there regularly at inter- 
vals and generally in job lots. Hence an or- 
dinary burglary does not cause any unusual 
exciteynent, but the tragic results of the last 
series of robberies have caused the people to 
take more precautions and figure on the ad- 
visability of employing a night police force of 
atleast one man. At present the preserva- 
tion of the peace, dignity, and property of the 
village rests entirely on the shoulders of Mar- 
shal Dan Mahoney; who assumes much more 
responsibility than most public officials would 
care to assume for his salary—$50 a 
year. As he has to attend to all’

public improvements, officiate as bailff in the 
township courts, perform constabulary duties, 
and attend to various other affairs as directed 
by the Town Trustees, he could not reasonably 
be expected to guara the town while its dwell- 
ers sleep. The Trustees say they cannot afford 
to hire a night-watchman. Knowing, that 
they are without protection the peovle of Win- 
netka do not keep their money and valuables 
in their homes. They have been thus cautious 
ever since the great Willson tragedy, which 
startled the West seven years ago. Robbers 
entered the home of James L. Willson in Win- 
aetka one night in February, 1884. Mr. Willson, 
who was found down-stairs, was shot dead. His 
wife, who was unable to leave her bed, was 
brutally butchered, the murderers using as 
the instrument of death a rusty sword which a 
son of the old couple had carried through the 
war. Afterallthis bloodshed the robbers 
were frightened away without the money they 
sought. Neal McKeague, a Winnetka butch- 
er, was tied for the murder, but was acquitted. 
He drifted west, and two years ago met a vio- 
lent death at the hands of a saloonkeeper near 
Deadwood. Ever since the Willson tragedy 
Winnetka has been raided annually. generally 
twice a year, by midnight operators. 
Seven Houses Entered. 

In the last raid seven houses were entered, 
while efforts were made to break mto as many 
more. The burglars evidently entered the 
town from the north. In two hours they had 
looted half the houses along Railroad avenue 
and Linden street, which form the north and 
south thoroughfares of the city, while they had 
made atte npts to loot the others, ‘The visit to 
the Meyer house was probably tne first one 
made. Old Mrs. Meyer heard the intruders, 
and the alarm she gave frightened them 
away before they had secured any plunder. 
Nothing discouraged at this they invaded 
the humble cottage of John Cummings, 
pear by. Every garment in the house 
was searched and every drawer was ransacked. 
The family clothing was pitched out into the 
yard, but nothing was carried away. The 
great house of Frank Whitney next claimed 
the burglars’ attention. They made entrance 
through an unfastened window, but before 
they could secure any booty the thieves gave 
heed to the barking of the family watch-dog 
and sought new fields. Their next attempt was 
made on the home of Joseph Shadd, just 


} across the street from Whitney’s. A jimmy 


was tried on a window, but the lock resisted 
the leverage and the thieves passed on, look- 
ing for an easier chance. They found it in 
the large brick residence of Frank Heinig on 
Railroad ‘avenue.

May Have Been a Female Burglar. 
Ono of the children of the family was sick 
and wakeful and other members of. the family 
were attentive to its wants. Jonn kins, a 
son-in-law of Mr. Gilbert, heard the thieves as 
they made the rounds of thé rooms, but, tak- 
ing it that they were pate in the family, 
paid no attention to the mdises they made. 
They even approached’ of his room, 
for he saw the reflection a light they 
carried, and in the morning be 
found grimy finger marks on the 
white door.

She had a sereen placed across 
the hall, and behind this she was 
slumbering peacefully while the burglars were 
searching for her valuables. They found her 
dress and carried it out into tne hall. After 
rifling the pocket they threw the dress on the 
floor. Itso happened that. Miss Nelson had 
everything of value in the shape of money and 
jewelry locked away up-stairs. Although the 
visitors included some of the rooms of the up- 
per floor in their search they did nothing 
more than disarrauge ‘the contents of some 
boxes and tumble cluthing about in their ef- 
fort to find money. . 

After their exploits in the Dinsmore house, 
which is near the south end of the town, the 
thieves concluded that a haul of $60 was about 
all that could be expected of Winnet- 
ka, and they made tracks, Their 
route of pillage was from one end of 
the town to the other, coming from the 
north. Last spring the town was raided in 
the same manner save that the operators 
worked from tho south; On this point Mar- 
shal Dan Mahoney has a theory. 

The Town Marshal“ Theory. 

“I think,” he said, “that it was the same 
gang both times. The work = similar. 
They only went into 
the houses that had un- 
fastened windows, and 
after they had done 
their work they went 
away quietly,”’ 

“Do you think the 
thieves were ama- 
teurs?’’ 

“Well, I can’t say 
that I do,” said the 
Marshal, wearing a 
wise, Inspector-Byrnes- 
like look. They might 
be amateurs, but ama- 
teurs would have lost 
theirheads when they 
saw Mr. Gulbert’s 
watch, and Mr. Gilbert 
would have lost his 
watch. Good thieves 
will notcarry away jew-

DEATH IN A WRECK. 


FATAL COLLISION ON THE NEW 
- YORK CENTRAL, 


Whisky Is Responsible for Eight Lives— 
The Brakeman Sent Back te Flag a Train 
Stops to Take a Drink and the Express 
Rushes by Him Unwarned—It Crashes 
Into the Cars Ahead and the Slaughter 
Resalts—List of Victims—Accident on 
the East Tennessee. 

New York, Dec, 24.—[Special.]—A fright 
ful collision occurred on the New York Cen- 
tral and Hudson River railroad at 8:45 clock 
this evening, one mile northof Hastings, 
between the St. Louis express and the Niagara 
express. Eight persons have been taken out 
of the wreck dead. Four of them are uniden- 
tified. The list so far as known is as follows:

This accident was directly the outcothe of a 
collision earlier in the tunnel at Sing Sing 
prison between a freight train and the Croton 
local, The first accident blocked the road 
with trains both north and south of the tun- 
nel, and the weather being thick it was diffi- 
cult to run trains with any degree of safety 
under the existing circumstances. 

The St. Louis express left the depot at 8 
p. m., and forty-five minutes later the loco- 
motive crashed into the rear sleeper of the 
Niagara express, which had been caught in the 
blockade. 


A Brakeman's Fatal Talk. 

A brakeman had been sent back 1,000 yards 
to flag the train following. He did not meet 
it and kept on down the track until he reached 
the Hastings Station. The St. Louis express 
was not yet in sight. The ‘brakeman went 
into the station and stopped to talk with the 
station master. He stood near the door ready 
to go out and signal the train as soon as she 
was sighted. He was still ‘talking when the 
express dashed by. f 

It was going at the rate of forty miles an 
hour. Those in charge had no warning that 
the track was not clear, until within a few 
yards of the rear of the stalled special. The 


brakes, and jumped, just as the crash came. 
His Freman, too, tried to jump, 
but fell and was seriously if 
not fatally injured. The locomo- 
tive, with the momentum of its speed and the 
great weight behind, struck the rear sleeper 
with terrific force. There was a crash of 
broken glass, cracking timber and hissing 
steam, followed by shrieks of terror and 
groans of pain from the panic-stricken and 
injured passengers. Then the boiler of the 
locomotive burst and hot water and steam 
added to the horror of the acc ident. 

The siééper, a Wagner palace-car, contained 
eighteen © persons. The car was telescoped

steam did deadly work on the poor victims 
who were ia the wreck. The trainmen lost 
their heads and ran about in a frantie manner, 
peering into the wreck in search of those 
groaning anddying. Physicians from Yonkers, 
accompanied by Coroner Mitchell, went to 
the scene of the disaster with all possible 
speed. The dead and injured were taken to 
that town on a special train. Coroner Mitch- 
ell looked after the dead and the police sent 
their ambulances and patrol wagons to the 
depot to remove the injured to the different 
hospitals in Yonkers and vicinity. 

Cause of the First Wreck. 


The first collision was between a Croton 
local southbound and the rear portion of a 
freight which had broken in two in the Sing 
Sing tunnel. The Croton local was going 
through the tunnel opposite the prison, when a 
freight was backing down toward the tunnel 
from Scarboro. Engineer Murphy of. the 
freight heard the local coming and reversed 
his engine so suddenly that it snapped one of 
the couplings in the middle of the train.. The 
freight broke in two and the forward portion 
of the train came to a standstill while the rear 
cars continued to move toward the tunnel. 

Engineer Ellis of the Croton tram saw the 
freight-cars and quickly reversed his engine, 
but he was unable to avoid a collision. The 
locomotive of the Croton train crashed 
into the rear car of the discon- 
nected freight-train. This car was load- 
ed with soft coal and was upset 
and the coal scattered in every direction. In 
the disconnected freight tram were eight oil 
cars. The tanks of one of these wére bursted 
by the force of the collision and the oil ran 
out over the track. Fortunately, there was no 
way for the oil to catch fire. Had 
there been, the disaster would have 
been much more serious. When the 
crash came the passengers in the Croton 
train were thrown from their seats and were 


bruised, but no one was reported as having 
received injuries of any consequence. The io- 
comotive of the Croton train was badly dam- 
aged and became Wedged into the wreck of 
the freight train. The road was thus com- 
pletely blocked, and for hours very little in- 
telligent effort was directed to clearing it. 
Whisky Caused the Tragedy. 

The almost criminal delay in sending out a 
wrecking party to clear the track after the first 
eoltision between the Croton local and the 

freight first conduced to the tragedy. In the 
first collision no one was killed, but several 
passengers were badly bruised. For three 
hours the main tracks were filled with débris 
without any intelligent’ effort at clear- 
ing them. A brakeman was or- 
dered back with a signal light. He 
was told to go at least one 
thousand feet. The man when he reached 
there considered the distance too short in 


He went along further some 700 feet 
up to where a switchman’s hut stood. There | 
the brakeman and the switchman met. 

It was Christmas eve. There was a bottle 
of whisky in the hut and the men vent in. 
They pledged their healths and the day and, 
all unmindful of the charges, they lingered 
over the bottle. It was only a minute or two 
at most, but not more than a mile away the 
train was coming with the speed of lightning. 

The drink was thrown down and the brake- 
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train which arrived in the city at 2 a. m. 


after being delayed more than six hours said 


that the depot at Tarrytown looked like a 
military hospital after a battle. The dead 
were lying at one end of the room, while 
the rest of the floor was covered with 
the injured. The groans and cries of the 
injured added to the confusion which pre- 
vailed everywhere. One of the first dead 
bodies brought out was that of Mrs. Baldwin. 
It was terribly mangled and burned. Homer, 
her son, fainted as he recognized his mother’s 
body. 


HURT IN A RAILWAY ACCIDENT. 


Passengers aud Trainmen Injured’ in a 
Wreck on the East Tennessee. | 
Atianta, Ga., Dec. 24.—Vestibuled train No. 
11 on the East .Tennessee railroad going 
south ran off the track in a cut near Williams’ 
station this morning, and the passengers had 
a narrow escape from death.

DuringJanuary and February I gave 
it almost my entire time and attention. One of 
my partners, Mr. Trowbridge, who was for- 
merly cashier of a Rockford bank, r it 
much of his time. Many o the 
letters written in the business were 
b my own private stenographer, 
Meanwhile my real estate business was neg- 
lected in our season of greatest harvest. In 
fact $20,000 would hardly have paid me for 
my work. It was a thankless job. 

„Mr. Warren is a clerk in a bank of which 
Gilbert B. Shaw is President, and that should 
be sufficient guarantee of his reliability.

CASE ORDERED TO TRIAL WHEN SETTLED 


Attorneys Did Not Give Their Consent and 
the Compromise Does Not Stand. 


Mitwavuxer, Wis., Dec. 24.—[ Special.] 


The last Wisconsin Legislature passed a law 
pérmitting lawyers to take cases on conting- 
ent fees, thus legalizing champerty. Under 
this law an injunction was obtained today 
whereby a suit is forced to trial after the 
parties thereto had agreed upon a settlement. 
The suit was brought by Rose Rosche against 
William H. Smith for $10,000 damages, for an 
alleged breach of promise. Mr. Smith is a 
resident of Wausau, Wis., and is said to be 
wealthy. He makes occasional trips to 
Milwaukee, and on oneof these visits made 
several years ago it is alleged that he became 
enamored of Rose Rosche, and promised to 
marry her. In her complamt Rose alleges 
that for the last ten years she had confidently 
expected to become Mrs. Smith, and now she 
considers that her affections have been trifled 
with $10,000 worth. She retained McKenney, 
McAuliffe & Wambold as counsel and the suit 
against Smith was begun June 10. ‘The most 
interesting phase occurred a few days ago, 
when Miss Rosche walked into the office of her 
attorneys and calmly informed them that she 
had settled with the defendant. She also tend- 
ered the attorneys a fee of $75. The attor- 
neys promptly rejected this offer. They had 
taken the case under the contingent fee 
law, and it provides that an attorney 
can take a case with the understanding that 
he is to receive as his fee any proportion of 
the proceeds that may be agreed upon.

Christmas weather in Chic has not been 
good for the last few years. re has been 
snow or rain every Christmas day since 1886, 
except two years, and one of those was cloudy.

In 1886 the tem- 
perature was 27°; in 1887 it dropped to 20°, 
and there was a heavy fall of snow.

MANUFACTORY, 


The Big Block of the L. ese! Manufactur- 
ing Company Almost Déstroyed—The 
Firemen Have a Hard Time Coping 
with Their Enemy—The Damage to the 
Piumbing Supplies Stored tn the Struct- 
ure—Two-Thirds of the Loss Covered by 
Insurance—How the Wass Started 

A disastrous fire, in vol 4 loss estimated 
at $200,000, broke out s y before 10 o’clock 
last night in the factory of the L. Wolff Manu- 
facturing company on Carroll avenue, between 

Robey street and Hoyne avénus, and almost 

destroyed the big factory. 

The building was a large three-story brick 


structure, occupied throughout by its owners 


in their business of manufacturing plumbers’ 
supplies, 

A few minutes before 10 o’clodk a passer-by 
saw the flames and turned in àn alarm. The 
Marshal, who arrived a moment later, saw 
the whole third story ablaze, and turned in a 
second alarm. which was soon followed by a 
third. 

By the time the engines got to work the fire, 
besides completely taking possession of the 
top floor, had extended throughout the entire 
west end of the building and was blazing like 
a blast furnace. The factory was 475 feet 
long on Carroll avenue, and extended back a 
distance of 125 feet. Across the street stood a 
long row of frame cottages in danger of 
ignition. All around were freight cars, say, 
and varnish milis, and other fine fire fodder. 
Sprague, Smith & Co’s great cabinet mantel 
factory adjoined on the west, and on the east 
stood another factory also in immment 


danger. 
A Call for Extra Neip. 

Marshal Campion decided to send for more 
help and sent in a special call, which brought 
six more engines. 

The Wolff — was doomed and the en- 
gines were needed to save the environing 
property. The flames spread from the west 
end gradually toward the east and shortly be- 

„fore 11 o’clock the front half of the west wall 
fell out and admitted the air freely to the fire . 
r ing within. 

‘ot ten minutes later another portion of the 
wall felland from that time on the brick 
crumbled away in the intense heat piece by 
piece. It was midnight before the fire was 
put out. 

What caused such a fierce blaze was a mys- 
tery. Inquiry from the owners brought out 
the statement that the major portion of the 
stock was incombustible. The entire build- 
ing was full of metalware and machinery. 
On the first story was the warehouse, where 
stored away was about $45,000 worth of manu- 
factured stock. Above this was the factory 
proper with $55,000 worth of machinery and 
stock raw and manufactured. On the third 
floor was the foundry, where the fire broke 
out, presumably from a lighted ember falling 
from a furnace on the wooden floor. 


Workmen Leave the Building Hastily. 

Here a number of men were at work, and 
so rapid was the spread of the flames that they 
had barely time to make a hasty exit. 

The total loss will be in the region of $200,- 
000. John F. Wolff, Secretary of the com- 
pany, watched his building burn and made 
the estimate. Looks as though there 
wouldn't be much left, he remarked. Well, 
we were going to shut down day after tomor- 
row anyway.

Tux tin deposits in the Black Hills are not 
the only ones about which there is wide dif- 
ference of opinion. The English company 
which owns the Temescal tia mine in Cali-

about thtee weeks ago. The reports submit- 


ted showed that during the year ending with 


last June only $7,550 was spent in developing 
the mine, though the total expenditures 
amounted to about $150,000. A change in the 
management was effected last summer, and it 
is hinted that the displaced officials had used 
the money for mining political tin while the 
stockholders preferred that the commercial 
article should be produced in paying quanti- 
ties: The company will now sell some more 
bonds, and with the proceeds try to put the 
mines on aworking basis. It was thought 
possible to produce about twenty-five tons 
this month. 


Tus New Orleans Times-Democrat says that 
while the West is this year rejoicing over a 
great increase in its cereal wealth the cotton- 
planters of the South will be much worse off 
than last year. The cotton crop is estimated 
at between 7,700,000 and 8,000,000 bales, which 
means a decrease of not far from $80,000,000 
in the amount to be realized from its sale and 
a correspondingly reduced purchasing ability 
on the part of the planters. “‘ The outlook 
for trade has in consequence a considerable 
air of depression about it that is not exhil- 
arating.” Contrasting this with the $310,000,- 
000 by which the farmers of the North are es- 
timated to be better off on their crops of 
wheat, corn, and oats the situation is even 
less satisfactory to the South, and everything 
points to the immediate necessity for a di- 
versification of crops in the South to an ex- 
tent of which the cotton-planters have not yet 
dreamed, if they would avoid the ruin which 
the future has in store for a continued per- 
sistence in the one crop system.“ The 7.-D. 
speaks approvingly of the fact that the jubi- 
lant farmers of the North are now beginning 
to look askance on the crazy Subtreasury and 
land loan schemes which but a short year ago 
they regarded as the only means for salvation 
of the agricultural interest from ruin. 


AN INFAMOUS VERDICT. 

The decision of the Chilean Judge Foster in 
the matter of the murderous assault on the 
Baltimore sailors is cooked up in order to ex- 
culpate the Chilean police. It makes scape- 
goats of three or four loafers, laying the blame 
on them, and exonerates the guilty authori- 
ties. It pretends that the whole affair was 
nothing more than a little row or muss be- 
tween a few Chilean wharf rats and a gang of 
drunken American sailors. This adds men- 
dacious insolence to outrageous injury, and it 
will be little short of national paltroonery to 
accept any such false and lying decision. 

The Chilean investigation was made before 
a Pohce Justice in secret. None of the 
officers of the warship were allowed to be 
present at the investigation, nor was the 
American Consul nor an attorney; yet that 
privilege, which has been a custom there for 
twenty years, was accorded to the German 
Consul at that very time in a case involving 
the stabbing of a German sailor by Chileans. 

The American unarmed sailors, on shore on 
leave and in uniform, were attacked in widely 
separated parts of Valparaiso. Thirty-six of 
them who were in no fight or breach of the 
peace were arrested and threwn into prison, 
two were stabbed to death by policemen’s bay- 
onets, and a dozen were cut with knives and 
seriously injured. The crowd which, unpro- 
voked, assaulted them numbered over athous- 
and. The Chilean Intendente estimated the 
assailants at two thousand. The sailors of 
other foreign men-of-war were not molested 

or boycotted as were the Americans. 

The Chileans have been openly and noto- 
riously hostile, and richly deserve chastise- 
ment for their indignities perpetrated on the 
American seamen. Judge Foster’s findings 
make a farce and mockery of theoutrage. The 
United States Government has the means of 
investigating the facts for itself, and doubtless 
has already procured full and accurate evi- 
dence of the outrage. By its own testimony 
it should act and exact ample apology and in- 
demnity for the gross wrong committed on 
its flag ana honor. 

It is only a few years ago since Chile threat- 


ened unofficially to send her three iron-clads ‘ 
into the harbors of California and Oregon, and 


bombard the ports and lay San Francisco under 


YT contribution for 100 million dollars. Such in- 


solent threats are only in keeping with the re- 
cent assault and insults. Chastisement is the 
eure for such conduct. The best method of 
reéstablishing friendly relations is to create re- 
spect for the American Republic by adminis- 
tering a little wholesome punishment. 


CHRISTMAS, 

It certainly needs no public announcement 
that Christmas, the best of all the holidays, is 
here. The world has been aware of it for 
some weeks past and has been preparing for 
its generous observance with an avidity rarely 
equaled in any past season. The Postoffice 
and express companies have had their carry- 
ing resources taxed to the utmost. The streets 
and the stores have been thronged, and the 
man or woman who has nct been loaded down 
with bundles has been a qonspicuous adver- 
tisement of Christmas indifference. Though 
it is always a bad plan to wait until everything 
has been culled over, thousands have done so, 
and Christmas shopping showed no abateinent 
up tothe advent of the day. Much of this 
giving undoubtedly has been illogical and in- 
temperate, but better is giving without logic 
or temperance than no giving at all. Any giv- 
ing that is nut perfunctory is welcome on this 
day of days. 

Undoubtedly the increased volume of Christ- 
mas shopping this year is due to the prosper- 
ous condition of the country. While from else- 
where come stories of short crops and famine, 
our own nation has been singularly blessed in 
its material productions and consequently has 
been enriched with a corresponding increase 
of individual happiness and an enlarged abil- 
ity to give and make others happy. It is 
therefore an occasion for special thankfulness 
and for generous deeds and words. It is spe- 
cially an occasion upon which the poor should 
be remembered.. Everybody should be made 
to feel the meaning of the day, to rejoice in 
its spirit, and to participate in its love, char- 
ity, and gond will. It s not too late yet for 
any giver to make some poor family happier 
by reason Of the day. The rich can take care 
of themselves and there need be no doubt the

 “QONSPIRACY AGAINST SILVER.” 

In another column Tas Txrsunz presente a 
true history.of the course of events which have 
been alleged to form ‘the conspiracy against 
silver. It tals the whole truth and noth- 
ing but the truth” of the matter, and 
the statement is all the more remarkable be- 
cause made by a citizen of asilver State. It 
formed part of an address recently delivered 


by Louis R. Ehrich of Colorado Springs, Colo. 


It shows that the “ demonetization of silver 
was.not performed by “atrick,” as is often 
alleged, and therefore nobody is justified in 
claiming that he voted for the measure with- 
out knowing what he was domg. The draft of 
the bill of Feb. 12, 1878, was transmitted to 
the Senate of the United States April 25, 1870, 
and the Senate sent copies of the bill to thirty 
experts on coinage matters in the United 
States. The House of Representatives called 


for these expert replies and received them. 


As early as Jan. 10, 1871, the bill passed in the 
Senate by a vote of 36 to 14, and was then 
sent to and fro for several years. The bill 
was printed thirteen times by order of Con- 
gress and discussed during five different ses- 
sions, the debates on the bill occupying 148 
pages of the Congressional Globe. It was 
commented on in the newspapers and was the 
subject of discussion in financial circles all 
over the country. Strange that under such 
circumstances no one should have known any- 
thing about it when the bill became a law. 

The true explanation is that in 1873 silver 
had demonetized itself. There were nota 
thousand silver dollars in existence. All had 
been melted or exported. But the silver 
product began to increase enormously, and in 
1874 the Latin Union, noticmg the downward 
tendency, limited the coinage of silver five- 
franc pieces to a moderate amount. In 1876 
the price of the metal had fallen to $1.15 per 
ounce, and not till then began to be heard the 
cry about the conspiracy of 1873.“ Silver 
had been struck down, but not by the bill of 
1873 nor by the hand of man. What struck it 
down was the irresistible hand of nature. It 
declined under the operation of the great law 
of demand and supply. The parly average 
product in the twenty-five years ending with 
1875 was $127,000,000 gold and $51,000,000 sil- 
ver. For the next fifteen years the average of 
the latter was $116,000,000, an increase of 127 
per cent. There is the whole silver question, 
and in the face of these facts it is as impossi- 
ble for the United States singlehanded, with 
free and unlimited coinage, to bring silver 
back to a parity of 16 to 1 as for a thousand 
men to pick up Pike’s Peak and transport it 
to Denver. 

In the fall of 1877 a free coinage bill passed 
the House, and with the free coinage feature 
cut out it became a law next year, being 
passed. over the President's veto. It was 
pushed and passed principally by the efforts 
of the greenback inflationists and the repre- 
sentatives of the silver States. Since then 
405,000,000 silver dollars have been coined, of 
which 348,000,000 are still lying in the Treas- 
ury vaults. Theact did not hold up silver, 
which fell to a 22:1 ratio in 1889, when the val- 
ue of the Bland-Allison silver dollar was only 
72 cents. The act of July last year was equal- 
ly inefficient to raise the price’ of silver to 
the old par, as the silver-men glowingly pro- 
phesied. It went up under a speculative 
spurt, bu n fell back; and now the silver 
dollar is worth less than 74 cents. Silver is 
lower than when the bill passed, and yet the 
silver-men seem unable to realize the impos- 


| sibility of fighting against natural law. 


The paper exposes in few words the incon- 
sistency of thesilver men, who, like the travel- 
er told of by Esop, blow hot and cold with the 
same mouth. In one breath they admit a de- 
sire to get $1.29 instead of 95 cents for an 
ounce of silver, and in the next profess a wish 
to help the debtor classes to lighten the 
burden of their indebtedness. It does not 
seem to have occurred to them that if free 
coinage should make the silver dollar worth 
as much as the gold dollar it would be equal- 
ly hard to get hold of, and that if it does not 
the silver mine owner will be grievously dis- 
appointed. Butit would not. Gold would 
inevitably be driven from circulation. Free 
coinage must be followed by the immediate 
disappearance of gold. 


SMOKE PREVENTION. 

There is room to hope that the meeting at 
the Union League club Wednesday evening to 
consider the smoke nuisance and the best 
means of dealing with it will result in good. 
Little that is new was brought out at the 
gathering, but the necessity for prompt 
action was fully recognized and a committee 
appointed to push the matter. It was gener- 
ally agreed that the burning of some seven 
and a half million tons of soft coal in this city 
each year is a pretty big problem to deal with. 
That kind of fuel is far cheaper than anthra- 
cite, and the proposed formation of a trust 
combination to control the output and prices 
of the latter certainly does not promise relief 
by the offering of the more desirable kind of 
coal at prices that will encourage its extensive 
substitution for the product of Western mines. 

It may be at once admitted that such a 
change would be a slow one, if it could be 
effected at all. The thousands of manufact- 
urers and scores of thousands of residents who 
use the soft coal could not be induced all at 
once to incur the great expense. They would 
protest it covld not be afforded, and the pov- 
erty plea is always a strong one. Then arises 
the question if the bituminous coal can be 
burned without producing smoke, and the 
answer is Tes.“ Several ildings were 
named in which the soft coal used exclu- 
sively without the disagreeable accompaniment 
of smoking chimneys. What is done there 
can be done in other buildings where so much 
coal is used as to require the services of one or 
more persons in attending to the process of 
combustion. For the many thousands of resi- 
dences in each of which but a few tons are 
burned during the winter the matter would be 
far more difficult to control. 

Oil was suggested as a remedy for the evil, 
but only for use by large consumers. It is 
well known that petroleum may be sprayed 
upon the fire by an arrangement similar to the 
rose of a watering pot, so that every particle 
of it will burn, leaving nothing to go up the 
chimney except the products of combustion. 
The great trouble with oil in a crowded city 


is that if the gases which rise from it are al- 


lowed to escape the value of the oil is lessened, 
while if confined there is danger from ex- 
plosion. Besides. 1t is open to question if the 
oil supply could be used on a large scale with- 
out putting up the price to a high point as 
compared with coal. It seems to have 
escaped notice that the Soft coal could 
be reduced to powder at a small cost, 
and in that condition sprayed into the 
fire as effectively as oil, the result in each case 
being the same. For the problem is a very 
simple one in theory, however difficult it may 
be in practice. All that is required for per- 
fect combustion is that the air shall be 


allowed to get in the right quantity at every 
particle of fuel before the draft carries the lat- 
ter out of the temperature needed for com- 
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dhe actual combination of fuel particles with 


the oxygen of the air, and it is found that the 
r to effect’ this is to com- 


. that whatever device be 
used for accomplishing this desired end can 
be used much more cheaply for an equal de- 
gree of effectivness on a large scale than on a 
small one. And to this view the discussions at 
the meeting leaned. To that extent they were 
eminently practical, but evidently apply for 
the near future only to the cases where power 
or light is the principal torm in' which the 
energy of the fuel is desired to be utilized. 
The problem of house-warmmg is practically 
left untouched. Still, to the extent thatsmoke 
from the larger business blocks and the facto- 
ries can be minimized by regard to scientific 
principles it should be done, whether this be 
by the use of petroleum, resort to a high- 
pressure water plant, or otherwise. For thus 
will be removed a great part of the smoke 
nuisance from which people are now suffering 
in this city. 1 

„THE ILLINOIS ALIEN LAND ACT, 

It was stated in yesterday’s papers that 
Judge Collins had held in a case before him 
that the Alien Land law of 1887 was unconsti- 
tutional. His decision did not go as far as 
that. All that he said was that it was uncon- 
stitutional as to the particular case on trial 
before him, owing to tne special circumstances 
attaching to it. 


and the owner of Chicago real estate, died 
leaving heirs, some of them residents and citi- 
zens of Germany. The Alien law prevides 
that non-resident aliens cannot take title by 
descent or otherwise to lands in IIliaois, un- 
less they are the heirs of aliens who acquired 
title prior to the passage of the act of 1887, or 
under its provisions. Such non-resident alien 
heirs may hold lands which they get by de- 
scent or devise for three or five years. The 
law, which was most clumsily drawn, made 
no provision for the non-resident alien heirs 
of citizens of the United States. They are in 
a worse plight than the heirs of aliens who 
have declared their intention of becoming cit- 
izens. In this respect the statute was unequal 
in its operation. 

It so happened that by a treaty made by the 
United States in 1827 with the free towns of 
Lubeck, Bremen, and Hamburg it was agreed 
that if in the case of real estate the German 
heirs of an American citizen, or the American 
heirs of a citizen of any of the Hanseatic Re- 
publics, should be prevented from entering 
into possession of it because they were aliens, 
then the term of three years should be granted 
them to sell the land and dispose of the pro- 
ceeds as they saw fit. 

Mr. Schultze’s hon-resident alien heirs are 
citizens of Bremen, hence their interests are 
protected by this treaty. Therefore, a law 
which attempts to deprive them of their rights 
is clearly unconstitutional. In its occasional 
reference to this law Taz Trrsuns has pointed 
out that wherever it violateda treaty it was 
invalid, for whenever there is a conflict be- 
tween a treaty provision and a State law the 
latter must yield. If any treaty can be un- 
earthed whereby the United States has agreed 
that citizens of Russia, for instance, can own 
land in the United States as freely asif they 
were citizens of this country Illinois would 
have to submit to the alien landlordship of 
Russians. Where there are no such stipula- 
tions the law is valid. 

Thus, should the Supreme Court sustain 
Judge Collins, as it doubtless will, the Alien 
Land law will remain on the statute books, 
and resident aliens will be unable to acquire 
title to lands in this State, unless they do so 
in the manner prescribed by it. The fact that 
the United States granted certain special priv- 
ileges to the citizens of the Hanse towns does 
not deprive Illindis or any other State of the 
power to pass laws denying to the citizens of 
other States to whom such privileges have not 
been guaranteed the right to hold title to 
lands within their jurisdiction. 


THE SILVER QUESTION IN THE HOUSE. 

The House Committee on Coinage is headed 
by Mr. Bland of Missouri, a free-coinage ex- 
tremist, and a majority of the members agree 
fully with his ideas. It does not follow, how- 
ever, that the committee will report a bill for 
the free coinage of silver. 

Mr. Mills declared during the Ohio cam- 
paign that the relief the farmers needed could 
not be had by opening the mints to the free 
coinage of silver dollars, but by the repeal of 
tariff duties. The majority of Mr. Mills’ sup- 
porters in the House agree with him that the 
tariff should be made the sole issue of the 
next Presidential contest. Mr. Watterson is 
of the same opinion. He says: 

If the foolish inflationists in Congress go to 
tampering with the silver question we shall be 
beaten out of sight next year, and will richly de- 
serve to be beaten. Then Weshall get neither fis- 
cal relief nor tariff reform. 

The practical politicians of the party, 
especially the Tammanyites, are against free 
coinage, because they know it would lose 
them the vote of New York and deprive them 
of the possibility of carrying any New Eng- 
land State. These men are willing to put 
ambiguous phrases in their platfurm, which 
may be interpreted to mean anything, but 
they will not allow the House to commit it- 
self to positive legislation. : 

The anti-free silver Democrats, the Mills 
men who are against touching the question at 
present, and the practical politicians, will 
have influence enough over the Coinage com- 
mittee to keep it quiet. It is possible that 
Gov. Hill's plan of introducing and passing a 
bill to repeal the silver law of the last Con- 
gress and to revive the Bland-Allison law of 
1878 may be pursued, but itis not likely that 
anything more than that will be seriously at- 
tempted. From present appearances the 
House will not be allowed to do anything 
which Gorman and Hill thmk will interfere 
with the election of a Democratic President 
next year. The tariff and the silver question 
will be let alone, but a great Neal will be said 
about cutting down expenses, an e. 
nomic management of the public moneys, 
and the enforcement of “Jeffersonian princi- 
ples.” 


MR. WATTERSON MAKES 
THREATS. 
About ten days ago Mr. Watterson asserted 
positively that no special significance attached 
to the Speakership contest and that it had no 
Presidential meaning whatever—it was little 
more than a struggle between two good tariff 
reform Democrats. He wound up by saying: 
We are all good Democrats. We are all good 


tariff reformers. The fight within the party on 
this issue is over, and the victory for tariff reform 


is gained. 
With the membership of the Committee on 


Ways and Means before his eyes, Mr. Watter- 
aon abates something of his previous confi- 
dence. He says that for the present he shall 
rely on the assurances of the Speaker that the 
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Watterson’s sweetness and amiability to a 
severe test. He has been preaching free trade 
for twenty. years.

GRAIN G LING. 

The Minneapolis papers are discussing at 
sorne length the bill which Senator Washburn 
of Minnesota has introluced defining op- 
tions?’ and futures, and imposing special 
taxes upon dealers in imaginary wheat, corn, 
cotton, and other staples. They seem to 
take it for granted that the buying and selling 
of produce for future delivery is artificial 
tr which is nothing more than betting 
on the price of an article, and that it is an un- 
mixed evil. In this view they are supported 
by the Alliance and other agricultural organi- 
zations. All of these allege in substance that 
the Chicago dealers in futures squeeze both 
the farmér and the miller, hammering down 
prices till the bulk of the crop is out of the 
hands of the growers, and thus forcing the lat- 
ter to part with their property for less than it 
is worth because the wheat always goes out 
with a rush and gluts the market in the fall.“ 
Senator Washburn [is credited with saying: 
It is hardly possible to estimate the loss to 
the agriculturists of the West arising from the 
manipulations in the different produce ex- 
changes of the country.“ One paper says it is 


the natural tendency for any market to fall. 


rather than to rise, and that the bear interest 
has depressed wheat prices in the Northwest 
more than the bulls have advanced them. It 
naively adds: “If this were not so, several 
millions of good Minneapolis money would 
not now repose in the coffers of Chicago 
sbeculators. It looks as if there's the 
rub,”’ 

The real trouble is that the farmer, miller, 
and Minneapolis hewspaper man are unable 
to understand why the wheat market should 
decline when the holders of wheat want to 
sell. One of the latter admits that the miller 
perpetually sells against the wheat held by 
him. Sodoes the man who buys from the 
farmer for shipinent to millers at other places 
than Minneapolis. The grain has to be car- 
ricd, in the commercial sense, by somebody 
through the time that elapses between its 
production and consumption, and it is worth 
money to carry the property. The wheat of 
the Northwest is all harvested within the 
space of a few weeks and its consumption is 
spread all through the cereal year. If there 
were no market in which to sell that part of 
the crop which cannot be eaten for several 
months after harvest the farmers must either 
carry it themselves or borrow money with 
which to pay their way and then take the 
chances of a falling market, or commit them- 
selves to the tender mercies of a British syndi- 
cate which controls many of the country ele- 
vators, or those of another British syndi- 
cate which owns mills in Minneapolis. The 
elevator syndicate has recently announced its 
policy to be to sell in the Chicago market 
each day a quantity of wheat for future deliv- 
ery equal to that which it buys from the 
farmers, and the Minneapolis Tribune in its 
issue of Dec. 19 makes a similar admission 
for the millers of that city. Then, when all 
this load is thrown upon the market in Chi- 
cago, with the natural result of weakening 
prices, the sellers turn round and accuse ‘‘ the 
bears of havmg done it. That is not fair. 
Even if the said bears were imps of Satan 
they ought not to be accused wrongfully. 

The Chicago speculator does not operate 
with an eye to the benefit of the farmer but 
for himself. He buys or sells as seems for the 
time being to promise best. But he makes a 
market for the carrying of produce, and 
without such market, which the Washburn 
bill aims to abolish, the men who buy from 
the farmer would probably exact a bigger 
margin to cover &n increased risk and would 
have him at their mercy far more completely 
than under present arrangements. The farmer 
has a perfect right to do without the specu- 
lator, if he can and wants to do so, but the 
chances are that in voting to suppress him he 
would simply be jumping out of the frying 
pan into the fire, and be tempted to think his 
case was fitted by a passage in the Good Book 
which says that the tender mercies of the 
wicked are cruel,” 


THE STOCK-YARDS AND THE DRAINAGE 
CHANNEL. 


At the last meeting of the Engineering com- 
mittee of the Drainage Board a representative 
of the Santa Fé railroad was present to urge a 
change in the location of the channel which it 
is proposed to cut in a westerly direction from 
Thirty-ninth street and the South Fork of the 
South Branch to the canal, crossing the Santa 
Fé tracks near Corwith. His argument was 
that the value of the switch-yards of his road 
would be destroyed and hence the Sanitary 
District would have to pay an enormous bill 
of damages. He suggested that the channel 
be given a more southerly direction and cut 
in a direct line to Summit. No action was 
taken regarding the matter. 

According to the senior Democratic organ, 
which is in the secrets of the majority of the 
Drainage Board, the proposition to change 
the route is either made in the intereat of the 
new stock-yards to be established on the Stick- 
ney tract, in the Town of Lyons, or for the 
purpose of enabling certain individuals to put 
the sctews on the present Stock-Yards com- 
pany and force it to make valuable conces- 
sions. In other words, the Drainage Board is 
to be drawn into the warfare between con- 
tending stock-yards interests and is to be used 


to boom one and injure the other. 


These are cheerful revelations. Coming 


from the source they do they are not to be 
treated as unworthy of consideration. The 


proceedings of the Engineering committee 


must be watched closely to see whether the 
members change the route already adopted, 
and if so whether the reasons they may ad- 
vance in favor of the change are such as will 
satisfy the public. 

There seems to be nodoubt that the cost 
of excavating a channel on the line already 
agreed on will be less than on any other. But

THE BUREAU OF JUSTICE. . 

The third annual report of the Bureau of 
Justice in this city has just been issued. The 
objects of this bureau are to assist in se- 
curing legal protection against injustice for 
those who are unable to protect themselves, 
to take cognizance of the workings of ex- 
isting laws and methods of procedure and to 
suggest improvements,” and “to propose 
new and better laws and to make efforts to- 
wards securing their enactment.“ 

The report to the Board of Directors shows 
that increased progress has been made during 
the year in securing these reforms. During 


the year 1,300 more cases have been conducted 


than last year, or, in round numbers, 3,800 
cases, as compared with 2,500 in 1889-’90. The 
classification of cases shows the broad area 
covered by the bureau. They include chattel 
mortgages, wrongful detention of personal 
property, suits arising out of the relations of 


landlord and tenant, prosecutions for cruel 


treatment, fraud and imposition, support of 
parents, children, and wives, wrongs to 
women and girls, wages claims, and miscella- 
neous matters calling for active work and ad- 
vice. The bureau has collected 615 wages 
claims amounting to $7,779 and $2,880 of 
claims other than wages. Many of the 
chronic delinquents of previous years, says 
the report, have been taught the lesson that 
labor must be paid, and have not appeared 
on our books during the last year.“ In the 
record of court work the bureau was success- 
ful in 342 suits, losing only 33. It has also 
helped in 186 cases of chattel mortgage. In 
28 cases in which foreclosure was threatened 
and in which $1,995 was demanded as still 
due, the bureau settled for $946, thus saving 
$1,049, and many families and homes have 
been saved. It has also fought swindling of 
all kinds, prevented the use of the courts for 
persecution, protected the innocent and 
friendless and innocent defendants in police 
courts, One of the most significant features 
of the report is its indication that the work of 
the bureau is attracting attention elsewhere. 
It says: 

Gen. Booth, in his Darkest England,“ makes 
the work a part of his scheme, The Commission- 
er ot Labor Statistics of Missouri recommends 
the idea to the labor unions. Some of the lead- 
ing magazines and newspapers have written 
about the work. The New York Herald in an 
editorial called upon the people of New York to 
follow Chicago’s example, and I understand that 
New York will soon have a Bureau of Justice, 
From other cities come requests for information. 
These are encotraging signs. They point to the 
day when our own bureau shall be but one of 
many similar institutions scattered over our 
country, each a citadel of hope and strength to 
the friendless and the oppressed. 

The bureau commends itself to the public 
by the importance as well as by the success of 
its work. That success would be still greater 
if it had the funds to extend the area of its 
operations. It is a helping hand for laboring- 
men, women, and children. It stands between 
those who cannot help themselves and their 
oppressors. It deserves to be liberally sup- 
ported. Those so disposed could hardly do 
better than to givethe Bureau of Justice a 
handsome holiday contribution.

New Officers Placed in Important Post- 
tions to Counteract Seditious Movements 
~—Uprisings Because of the Stealings of 
Many of the Offcials—Redmond Defeats 
Davitt at Waterford — Stormy Scenes 
After the Polling—England’s Dense Fog 


imperial edict which enjoins that the greatest 
care shall be observed in drilling the garrisons 
of the Yang-tse and the strictest discipline 
‘shall be enforced, while every abuse that may 
have crept into the army is to be at once dis- 
carded. In accordance with this order the 
necessary steps have been taken to in- 
sure the carrying out of the mandates. 
His Excellency adds that untrained soldiers 
are ot no value for important positions, and 
for this reason the greatest need exists for 
good officers. There are, he adds, seditious 
germs existing allover the Yang-tse Valley 
and many soldiers who are now out of employ 
are a certain source of danger. He has there- 
fore instructed the provincial Judge to draft a 
plan for making the regular troops act not 
merely in the ordinary way as defenders of 
the country, but also as a police force. 

Good and bad elements exist among the 


soldiers of the various camps and the dis- 


charged men have been making attempts to 
seduce their former comrades from their al- 
legiance. The uence of this is that all 
the soldiers have been made to sign a docu- 
ment by which they hold themselves mutu- 
ally responsible for their good conduct, and 
which obliges them to keep watch on each 
other. In order to have better officers in 
charge of the higher commands those who 
were in charge of the gunboat flotilla and of 
the forts and camps have been removed and 
others have been appointed in their 
stead. Strong feeling continues t0 
be shown toward the foreigners in 
Chung Kiang, and the natives even went 
so far as to post placards one night calling 
upon the populace tu destroy the foreigners 
The Chris- 
tian population, however, luckily managed to 
tear them down before the natives saw them, 
and so the massacre was averted, As a conse- 
quence of this the missions are now being 
guarded by soldiers in plain clothes. 

The Governor of Kwei Chow reports that in 
the prefecturé of Li-ping the inhabitants have 
great cause for discontent. It appears that 
the public granaries have been 
on the sly until the cuntents were ex- 
hausted., subprefects and certain other 
officials were sent to make inquiries into the 
case, and when the work was done they were 
imposed upon by other people who also pre- 
tended they were newly appointed offictals 
and who attempted to levy blackmail. These 

roceedings raised the discontent which has 

n en advantage of by certain clever 
swind who exhibited a kind of magic- 
lantern in the native temple at uight. Large 
audiences were attracted by this, and men 
armed with swords and spears were made to 
appear as coming to the assistance of the na- 
tives, while a wooden ticket was sent round to 
incité the — — to revolt. 

The subprefect then sent officials familiar 
with their character to quiet the people, but 
they refused to admit these new men and de- 
termined to rise in rebellion. Troops were 
then sent for and the subprefect was removed 
from office while the district magistrate was 
appointed to take his place. He has not been 
effectually successful in his endeavors to quiet 
the natives, and is now being menaced by an 
attack. Additional troops have been sent to 
him, and it is expected that they will soon 
succeed in forcing the rebels into abject sub- 
mission, 

REDMOND WON IT WITH EASE. 


The Parnellites Capture the Seat for Wa- 
terford City by a G Majority. 

Dustix, Dec. 24,.—Contrary to general ex- 
pectation the election in Waterford City yes- 
terday to fill the vacancy in the House of 
Commons caused by the death of Mr. Richard 
‘Power passed off without any serious disturb- 
ance of the peace. Both the McCarthyites 
and Parnellites worked hard all day in the 
interests of their respective candidates, and 
though there were many wordy arguments 
over doubtful voters, yet as a whole the 
election was remarkably quiet. The Mc- 
Carthyites were confident of victory, 
even going so far ‘as to say 
how much their majority would be. The of- 
ficial announcement made this morning, how. 
over, shows that they were overconfident, and 
that the Parnellites have wun the seat. This 
is the first by-election won by that section of 
the Irish party since the split in the party oc- 
curred, und they are, of course,corresponding- 
ly jubilant. returns of the election show 

Mr, John E. Redmond (Parnellite) re- 
ceived 1,775 votes and Mr. Michael Davitt 
MoVarthyite) 1,229, a majority of 546 votes 
— the Parnellite candidate. At tne last elec- 
tion Mr. Power was returned without opposi- 
tion. 

The announcement of the official figures was 
followed by ascene of the wildest enthusi- 
asm. The Parnellites shouted, waved their 
hands and sticks, and in every — — vent 
to their jubilant feelings. The McCarthyites 
were correspondingly depressed, and their 
faces showed their deep disappointment. 
After quiet had been somewhat restored Mr. 
Redmond proposed the usual vote of thanks 
to the Sheriff, to whom is intrusted the task of 
mak.ng the official return of the election. It 
is customary for the defeated candidate to 
second the vote of thanks, and Mr. Davitt did 
so. Hetook occasion to add, however, after 
secondi Mr. Redmond’s motion, that he 
would rather lose an election than win by com- 
bined terrorism and rowdyism. 

This remark provoked a most uproarious 
outburst of protest from the Parnellites and 
for a time it looked as though the official can- 
vass would end in a free fight. Mr. Red; 
mond’s supporters were wild with indigna- 
tion at what they deemed the insult upon their 
leader and upon themselves. They yelled and 
hooted at Mr. Davitt, and some of the more 
hot headed shook their fists in his face and 
threatened him. Amid the noise and con- 
fusion could be heard cries of shame“ and 
“coward,” and for a time the position of the 
defeated candidate was very precarious. The 
uproar continued for several minutes, and a

Lonpon, 24.—There is great excite- 
ment throughout the entire country over the 
Waterford election, not so much on account 
of Mr. Redmona’s victory as of Mr. Davitt’s 
defeat. The fact that the latter, who is the 
father of the whole movement, has been 
beaten causes many to say that home rule has 
received a severe set back. 


ENGLAND'S FOG CONTINUES DENSE, 


Many Accidents and Much Loss of Life Re- 
ported and More Expected. 

Lonpon, Dec. 24.—Advices received from 
points in the eastern part of England show 
that the dense fog is prevalent along the whole 
length of the eastern coast, The Captains of 
many vessels thought the safest course would 
be to make for some haven of refuge, there to 
lie until the fog lifted, but they found the 
greatest difficulty in making their ports. 

On the River Tyne the shipping industry is 
almost at a standstill, it being deemed too 
dangerous to send vessels of any description 
away from their wharves. The trains on the 
trunk lines in the North of England have been 
greatly delayed by the fog. The atmosphere 
is so thick that the usual signals can hardly 
be seen, and the engineers are compelled to 
use the greatest care in order to avoid col- 
lisions. The Scotch express came in today 
five hours late. Walking about the docks 
is extremely dangerous even to those 
who are thoroughly acquainted with all their 
nooks and crannies. hree dock constables 
than whom no one is sup to be more 
familiar with all the intricacies of London 
docks have lost their lives during the fog. 
These men were stationed at the West India 
docks and while performing the duties which 
developed upon Foie they lost their sense of 
locality, became bewildered, walked into the 
river and were drowned. The steamers en- 
gaged in the ehannel service are making their 
trips, but they are greatly retarded. 

Quite anumber of skating accidents have 
been reported. The fog causes the ice to be- 
come rotten very rapidly and the result has 
been that many skaters have broken through 
and been drowned. Near Elgin, capital of 
the county of that name in tland, three 
boys who were skating on the Lossie were 
drowned through the breaking of the ice. 

The fog is a boon to the gas companies, 
Everybody who uses gas has been compelled 
to burn it all day and an enormous quantity 
has been and is still being consumed. The 
gas supply at the general postoffice failed to- 
day and for some little time London's mail 
service was in a state of great confusion. 
Hasty requisitions were made by the various 
departments for lamps and candles, and after 
some delay the darkness was dispelled and the 
business of the office was resumed. 

Fears are entertained that if the thick 
weather prevails off the coast it will be the 
cause of many disasters to shipping, particu- 
larly to vessels bound up ana down the chan- 
nel. Witha fog that has already lasted for 
nearly three days it would be impossible for 
shipmasters to determine their positions, and 
in a comparatively narrow body of water like 
the English Channel, where there are many 
currents and counter currents to upset 
all dead reckoning calculations, the 
position of a vessel would be extremely dan- 
gerous. The fog could not have come at a 
worse time for the London shopkeepers. 
They have been building hopes upon their 
Christmas trade, but the weather is so bad 
that few people venture into the streets unless 
they are absolutely compelled to, and the re- 
sult will be that the shopkeepers will, instead 
of reaping profits, have to submit to heavy 


losees, 

The saddest feature of the situation is, how- 
ever, the great loss of lifethat has been caused 
by persons losing their way and wandering 
into the rivers, canals, and ponds. Already 
seven bodies of unfortunates who have fallen 
into the river and been drowned have been 
recovered, and the Coroners are holding in- 
quests upon them. Four other men and a 
girl have been reported to tne police as miss- 
ing, and there is scarvely any doubt that they 
became lost in the fog, inadvertently wan- 
dered into the river, and perished. At 
an inquest last night on the body 
of a man found drowned the Coro. 
ner referred to the increase of the 
deaths in London during the last two or three 
days and said that the increase in the mortal- 
ity was in a great measure if not entirely due 
to the fog. veral persons have been killed 
on the railways, and altogether it is believed 
that London has never before been visited b 
a fog that has been so productive of deat 
and disaster. 

As an illustration of how business is affected 
by the weather conditions prevailing the open- 
ing of the Stock Exchange was greatly delayed 
this morning owing to the density of the fog 
which filled the rooms. 

[SPECIAL CABLE. | ; 

Lonupon, Dec. 24.—The frightful fog con- 
tinues here in all its dark intensity. A man 
named John Neal was killed todayin Pica- 
dilly by a cab, which he could not see in the 
darkness, running over him. 

The gas is running short, as the supplies of 
the various companies are low. At Ludgate 
Hill Station it failed altogether and bomen hod 
to be substituted. The same has occurred at 
hundreds of other 1 and, if the fog con- 
tinues, London will be in utter darkness. 

A farmer named Norris drove into a ditch 
near London this afternoon, and he and his 
daughter were both killed. 

The theaters have suffered wofully and to- 
night’s pantomimes werethinly attended. The 
situation 1s truly woful, and anything less 
like Christmas cannot be imagined. To make 


matters worse the gas-works are unable to 


supply the demand upon them and all sorts of 
devices are resorted to to dispel the gioom. 
To wish anybody in London a merry Christ- 
mas seems a ghastly farce.

LARGE NUMBER OF DEATHS FROM GRIP. 


New York Suffering from an Epidemic— 
Some of Those A fllicted. 

New Yorx, Dec. 24.—([Special.|—Today’s 
death rate in New York was nearly double 
that of yesterday. Twelve more deaths have 
oceurred from the grip. The highest prior 
record for any one day was seven, and the 
total for nine days was thirty-six. The papers 
agree that the grip is .epidemic here. The 
case of Inspector Conlin, a brother of the 
late W. J. Florence, has developed 
into pneumonia. Among other sufferers 
are Washington E. Connor, ex-President 
of the Merchants’ Exchange; J. D. Vermilye, 
John B. Inman, Deputy Chamberlain; John 
A. Campbell, and Cornelius N. Bliss, Cbaun- 
cey M. Depew says that he does not know 
whether he has the grip or not. At Bellevue 
Hospital twelve cases were admitted today, as 
against ten the day before. There is hardly a 
theatrical, compatiy in town which has not 
some member on the sick-list. 

Umtontown, Pa., Dec. 24.—The grip is play- 
ing havoc among the people of this vicinity. 
Four deaths are said this morning and 
many persons are reported to be in a danger- 
ous condition. The disease is prominent to a 
greater extent than any previous year. 


MASONIC REGALIA GOES UP IN SMOKE. 


Hutchinson, Kas., Visited by a Destruct- 
ive Bliaze—Fires in Other Cities. 

Hourcuison, Kas., Dec. 24.—[Special. }|— 
The Myton and Baldwin Block, known as the 
Grand, one of the finest structures in this 
city, burned this morning. The first and sec- 
ond floors were occupied by J. D. Weiner’s 
dry goods establishment, which is a total loss, 
amounting to over $70,000. - The entire upper 
story was oczupied.by various branches of 
the Masonic fraternity and its loss will be 
heavy. The Knights Templar alone lose 
over 310,000 in, uniforms, regalia, etc. The 
building was completely gutted and the loss 
on that wil] be about $50,000. Other losses 
will swell the aggregate to $150,000. ‘The in- 
surance amounts to one-half that sum. By 
hard work the firemen confined the flames to 
the one block, although it looked at one time 
as if half a million dollars’ worth of property 
would be lost. 

Neprasxa Crrr, Neb., Dec. 24.—The Ne- 
braska Distillery was destroyed by fire this 
afternoon. The loss is $100,000. The proper- 
ty was fully insured. 


SENDING FLOUR TO STARVING RUSSIA. 


Senator Washburn Wants a Government 
Vessel to Transport. 

Wasutnetroxs, D. C., Dec. 24.— Senator 
Washburn of Minnesota had aconference with 
Secretary Tracy today relative to the use of a 
government vessel for the transportation to 
Europe of the flour contributed by the millers 
of Minneapolis and vicinity for the relief of the 
starving peasants of Russia. Secretary Tracy 
was favorably impressed with the suggestion. 
He said that Senator Washburn should write 
him a formal letter and that the matter would 
at once be considered, and that he would con- 
suit with the President upon the subject. 
There is a question as to whether 
authority exists for the use of a 
United States vessel for the purpose 
indicated without Congressional action to ob- 
viate any difficulty that might arise on the 
scene. Senator Washburn will, when Con- 
gress reassembles after the holiday recess, in- 
troduce a joint resolution authorizing the Sec- 
retary of the Navy to use such veasels as he 
may see fit for the transportation of the flour. 
If the resolution be upon promptly and 
favorably it is hoped to have the flour under 
way by Jan. 20,

THEY WERE OBLIGED TO HAVE BREAD. 


Pinched by Hunger the Indiana Miners 
Surrender. 

Terre Havrz, Ind., Dec. 24.—[Special. ]— 
The strike ia the Brazil coal fields is at an 
end. It was declared off ata delegate meet- 
ing of strikers held here today and the miners 
will resume work at the old scale of wages. 
They lost the battle. 
to giveup. The State and national officers 
made a vigorous effort to induce the men to 
prolong the fight, claiming that if they would 
hold out a little longer the long-promised aid 
from Hocking Valley, O., would come. 

But it was useless. Hunger and want 
are. rampant in every mining hamlet m 
the district and delegates refused to 
listen to the promises of the officers 
so often made and broken. The 
meeting was called to order at 10 o’clock this 
morning by District President James Cum- 
mesky. Twenty-four delegates were present. 
After the roll-call and the usual formalities, 
President Cummesky stated the object of the 
convention. It was to decide whether the 
strike should be prolonged. He explained 
that the Hocking Valley miners were paid 
monthly and that as yet enough time had not 
elapsed to collect and send the aid. 
It would not be long if the men could only 
wait. There was no enthusiasm over the 
President's address. It fell flat as it were. 
Having finished he called upon the delegates 
to hear the condition of affairs in the various 
parts of the field. One after another the del- 
egntes had their say. The reports were all 
pretty much the same. 

The miners had been living on corn bread 
and promises of aid for the last week—at 
least many of them had. The few dollars they 
had saved during the year had melted 
away and in many cases it was either work, 
steal, or starve. The limit of their endurance 
had been reached. When every one else had 
spoken Old Sam Anderson of Knightsvilie 
took the floor. Like Moses he was slow of 
8 h. but what he said struck to the bone. 

rom what he had heard the delegates say 
and from that which he had a personal know!l- 
edge he felt it time to quit, e would there 
fore move that thestrike be officially declared 
off. After he sat down there was a 
silence for a time; and then some one 
called for the question, A secret ballot was 
taken and the motion of the old Scotch patri- 
arch prevailed by a vote of 17 to 7. By this 
vote nearly 3,000 miners who have lain idie for 
nearly three months were given official per- 
mission to go back to work at the oid scale. 
The next move was to appoint a committee to 
wait upon the operators to see if they would 
take the men back at the old price. 

It may be,“ said an old Welshman, ‘“‘ that 
they won't give us as much as we were getting.“ 

President Comiskey and two delegates 
were appointed on this committee, and 
in less than an hour they returned 
with a favorable answer. The miners 
could go back and fullfill the contracts they 
had made and tried so hard to break. After 
this the meeting adjourned. 

Howell Thomas, a Welshman, who has 
worked in the mines of Clay County since 
1861, expressed himself in the most bitter 
terms towards the national officials of the 
United Mine Workers of America. From 
this time, he said, Indiana would have noth- 
ing to do with tne organization. ‘The officials 
had come into the Brazil mines and 
had offered tempting promises of aid and in- 
duced the men to strike. They failed woefully 
in their promises, The miners, reduced to 
starvation, were forced to go back at the old 
— having lost the good part of a winter’s 
work.

ENLARGING SAULT STE. MARIE CANAL 


Canadian Lock Will Be 900 by 60 
Feet, with Full- Width Gates. 
Orrawa, Ont., Dec. 24.—([Special.]—The 

government has decided on making some 

changes in the canal now being built at Sault 

Ste. Marie which will greatly increase its 

facilities and render it fit to accommodate 

any vessel which can use the American canal 
on the other side of the river. The depth of 
water in the lock sills of both canals will be 
the same, twenty-one feet, 
take the largest steamers which are likely 
to be wn the locks. The present con- 
tract for the lock to the Canadian 
canal is for a lock 600 long by 85 wide. This 
has been changed so that the lock will be 900 
feet long by 60 feet with gates the full width 
of the lock. This willadmit of the longest 
craft navigating the lakes being locked up to- 
gether. The lock is so arranged that if at any 
future time greater accomodation is needed 
it will be a very easy matter to construct a 
twin lock adjoining the one to be built, so 
that the lock age capacity would be more than 
doubled and the vessels could pass up and 
down at the same time. The work will con- 
tinue all winter and it will be ready for use 
for the season of 1892.

FAVORABLE SPEECHES MADE AT A 
PUBLIC MEETING, 


Canadians Want Keciprocity and Favor 


Culop with Uncle Sam in Order to 
Bring Out Better Trade Relations—New- 
foundiand Journals Say the Tariff Has 
Defeated All Chances of Union—Senti- 
ment Almost Unanimous That Lieut.- 
Gov. Angers Exceeded His Powers, 

Woopstock, Ont., Dec. 24.—[Special.]—A 
public meeting was held at the Village of In- 
nerkip last night to discuss political union 
with the United States. There was a repre- 
sentative gathering of yeomen of the district 
as well as a number of ladies. The following 
were present from Woodstock: Ex-Mayor 
Grant, D. H. Charles. Dr. McKay, and E. W. 
Nesbitt. The question of annexation was 
ably discussed on both sides It was 1:30 a. 
m. before the meeting broke up, and yet the 
farmers seemed to be willing that the discus- 
sion should go on. 

The Chairman, Fred Mitchell, opened the 
meeting with the statement that he was “a 
square-toed, flat-footed annexation st.” 

F. S. Malcolm believed annexation’ to be 
the natural destiny of Canada, and in a well- 
prepared speech adduced arguments for be- 
lieving so. He said the government at Otta- 
wa could not get reciprocity, and that the 
thing to do was to demand annexation before 
we are reduced to the level of the gutter by 
our poverty. 

J. Anderson, warden of the county, said 
Canadians had often arrived at a deadlock, 
and redress on every occasion was obtained 
through closer trade relations with the States. 
He did not believe that tree-trade England 
would cut its throat to spite Canada. He re- 
ferred to Canadian independence as a short 
cut to annexation. 

G. Laird argued for an hour in favor of an- 
nexation. He was in favor of unrestricted rec- 
iprocity, but he wanted more—he wanted 
political union, and he thought he was in good 
company. 

Dr. A. McKay spoke briefly in favor of an- 
nexation. Several of the speakers favored un- 
restricted reciprocity and opposed annexation. 
Before the meeting closed the following reso- 
lution was put and carried: 

That we are deeply impressed with the great 
advantage that unrestricted reciprocity would be 
to the people of this country; be it therefore 

Resolved, That this meeting is in favor of any 
policy, even if it involves political union with the 
United States, that will bring prosperity and hap- 
piness to the people of this country. 


TARIFFS DEFEAT CONFEDERATION, 


The Restrictions on Newfoundland's Fish 
Trade—Americans Use Rum. 

Sr. Jouns, N. F., Dec. 24.—The Harbor 
Grace Standard, referring to the situation be- 
tween Canada and Newfoundland, says: 
The strained relations brought about by the 
recent tariff issues have given the great burn- 
ing question of confederation its coup de grace 
and have laid to rest the political phantom 
which of late had again begun to haunt the 
anti-econfederates in the colony. We cannot, 
at this distance, understand how Canada’s rev- 
enue may be increased or Canadiana fishermen 
benefited to any appreciable extent this sea- 
son by the imposition of duties on our fish ex- 
33 Cargoes now being shipped hence to 

alifax, as well as those in transit, will be en- 
tered at the port in bond for reshipment to 
West Indian markets without loss to shippers 
here or gain to the Canadian revenue, as 
to fish frozen, pickled, or boreless, sent to the 
Dominion, it is yet one of the mysteries of 
trade whether shippers in this colony or con- 
sumers in Canada will pay advan duties. 

The Evening Journal of St. Johns says: 
“The other day we referred to the fact that 
American fishermen who come to our bays 
for herring, smuggie large quantities of goods 
to the detriment of our revenue and of New- 
foundland traders, As the Island of St. Pierre 
is off the coast between Fortune and Placentia 
Bays it is custom of United States fishing 
schooners to call at that port first to ascertain 
where herring are to be had and secondly to 
obtain a supply of rum, gin, tea, and tobacco 
with which to cajole Newfoundland fisher- 
men. It is needless to say that none 
of these articles pay duty at St. Pierre. II 
they go to Fortune Bay they coast down the 
western shore avoiding rts of entry and 
trading as they go until they finally reach 
Sound Island or its vicinity. If herr are 
not plentiful as at present the rum jar plays a 
prominent part in the securing of the biggest 
share of what are being caught. This year 
Americans have contracted with our people to 
take herring at their measure, which is one 
and one-half barrels, and our fishermen are 

iving herring to them at the rate of 67 cents 

or a thirty-two gallon barrel, although*they 
have the name of getting $l for them. New 
foundland buyers cannot get the same meas- 
ure for $1, and the reason they cannot do so is 
because they have no ruin to ‘wet’ the bar- 
gain. : 


SENTIMENT IN THE DOMINION, 


Those High in Pesition Outside of Quebec 
Think Angers Was Wrong. 

Toronto, Ont., Dec. 24.—| Special. -A warm 
discussion has arisen throughout the country 
as to the legality of Lieut.-Gov. Anger’s action 
in dissolving the Quebec Legislature. 

J.J. McLaren, an eminent Queen’s counsel 
of this city, was asked today for his opinion 
of the legaiity of the act. It is certainly 
illegal.“ said Mr. McLaren; but then the 
Lieutenant-Goveraor’s whole course has been 
illegal. Of course, it is reprehensible to tamper 
with the Constitution —for lawmakers to be- 
come law-breakers; but in this case no pen- 
alty is provided. I suppose it is a question 
whether the emergency is such as to justify 
these unconstitutional acts. The electors will 
have to pronounce on that at the polls. If 
Mr. Mercier is beaten the arbitrary action of 
Mr. Angers will be condoned. If Mr. Mercier 
is returned to power Mr. Angers’ usefulness 
will be gone. In the meantime the new gov- 
ernment can be maintained only by means 
which are subversive of the principles of par- 
liamentary government. The supplies are ex- 
hausted and it can raise money only by war- 
rants and such dangerous measures. 
more I think of it the stronger I believe is the 
point that Mr. Angers had no right to dismiss 
the Premier for the wrong-doing of one, per- 


haps two. 

The Hon. Charles Clarke, ex-Speaker of the

far leads me to the conclusion that the crown, 
as represented by the Lieutenant-Governor, 
has the right to exercise its prerogative of 
dissolution under the law constitution.

The Grand Trunk Railway Desires to Own 
the Wires Along Its Line. 

MontTREAL, Que., Dec. 24.—[Special. ]—Vio- 
lent fluctuations in Montreal telegraph stock 
during the last few weeks, it is said, have led 
up to a fight for the control of the Montreal 
‘Telegraph company’s right of way and other. 
franchises. The fight is between the Western 
Union Telegraph company and the Grand 
Trunk railway. The latter is backed by the 
English cable companies, whose share- 
holders are largely interested in Grand 
Trunk stocks. The first. move in the 
game was the opening of an independent 
office in Montreal by Anylo Cable com- 
pany. Sir Henry Tyler, at the last meeting of 
the Grand Trunk shareholders, foreshadowed 
such a policy by intimating the company’s in- 
tention of taking the express business into its 
own hands. It now desires to follow the Ca- 
nadian Pacific railway in owning its own tele- 
graph. It was said today that any move that 
would get the control of the Montreal Tele- 
graph company out of the hands of the Amer- 
icans and back into those of its original 
shareholders would be popular.

GARZA’S MEN DEFEAT REGULARS. 


United States Troops Being Ooncentrated 
on the Border to Meet Kevolutionists, 

Largpo, Tex., Dec. 24.—A report has been 
received in this city from Carrizo in Zapata 
County, where Capt. Hardie’s troop of United 
States cavalry is now stationed, to the effect 
that there is no doubt whatever but that 
Garza has crossed 900 men into Mexico at 
points between that city and Brownsville, It 
is also stated that Garza’s men met the Mexi- 
can troops at Las Toriilas, about seventy 
miles from the border, and defeated the latter, 
and that there were about forty men killed on 
both sides. This report is doubtless authentic, 
as it comes from an officer who is now on the 
ground. Hardie's troops and a number of of- 
ficers and rangers have left that place for 
points down the river toward Rio Grande City, 
where another band of Garza’s men are re- 
ported to be getting ready to cross into Mexi- 
co. The report states that the revolutionists 
were about 150 in number, and if the United 
States troops meet them a fight will doubtless

STEP IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION, 


‘fhe Board of Control’s Ban Against Winter 
Racing—Should Be Extended. 

The Board of Control’s ban against racing. in 
the months of December, January, and February 
north of Maryland or east of Ohio may come 
from the self-interest of the tracks within its su- 
pervision, but is at the same time a half step in 
the right direction. The board’s resolution did 
not go deep enough. It bars all owners, horses, 
trainers, and jockeys racing within those terri- 
torial limits during sach months, but does not in- 
clude track officials or bookmakers, as it should. 
There does not seem to bé any good reason either 
why the board did not extend the territory under 
its resolution to take in all tracks where racing’ 
is not as seasonable as that in New York and Chi- 
cago during October. Chicago and St. Louis 
might well have been included in the resolution 
for the reason that there are, even at this time, a 
few reputable owners raving’ at St. Louis; men 
who pay their forfeits and make entries 
to the stakes on Board of Control tracks. 
Perhaps the board was chary about stepping into 
territory where it had no members and incident- 
ally no control. In consequence owners, trainers. 


and jockeys under the board’s ban can drift into 


the West and race on Western tracks with profit, 
and thus take the edge off the board's authority. 
The other side to this oversight or modesty by the 
board may perhaps lead to what every admirer of 
high-class racing craves—a National Congress or 
Jockey club, to which every reputable racing as- 
sociation North, South. East, and West shall be 
a member. Such an organization, in which all 
sections could be represented, could assign dates, 
license trainers and jockeys, and even go so far as 
to control owners, track officials, and bookmak- 


ers. 

Too much wise control by a thoroughly repre- 
sentative board over American rac is not pos- 
sible.

PREPARING AGATES FOR MARKET. 


They Come Mostly from Brazil and Are 
Cut in Germany. 

“Agates are a kind of quartz,” said a min- 
eralogist to a Washington Siar writer. Most 
of them come from South America, and es- 
pecially. from Brazil. where they are found in 
great quantities. Thence they are shipped 
as ballast in vessels bound for Hamburg, 
Germany. and from that port they are for- 
warded to Oberstein. The latter town is the 
great agate market of the world. 

„At Oberstein the agates are sorted into 
lots, according to quality, and sold at auction. 
After this they are sent to the mills to be cut 
and polished. Along the Idar River, between 
the towns of Oberstein and Idar, there are 
more than 150 mills for working agates. 
Each mill has several big grindstones,

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on which the valuable bits of quartz 
are ground, being usually attached to small 
sticks for that purpose. Choice specimens are 
preliminarily cut into rough shapes with a 
steel wheel and diamond powder. Common 
ones, however, are merely broken into the 
forms desired with hammer and chisel. By 
long experience the workmen acquire great 
dexterity in applying their blows so as to ob- 
tain the requisite fractures. 

„At each revolvi grindstone two men 
work. They do not sit or stand, but lie out- 
stretched upon wooden stools made to fit their 
bodies. While they hold the agate to the 
grindstone they get a purchase with their feet 
against blocks of wood fastened to the floor. 
After being ground the agates are polished 
on cylinders of hardwood, which are fed as 
they revolve witha mixture of tripoli and 
water. ! 

„ Agates are often colored artificially. For 
this purpose they are first placed in alive oil 
and heated. Then they are put into sulphuric 
acid and heated again. Owing to the fact that 
some layers of agate are quite porous, while 
others are dense, the oil enters the porous lay- 
ers, where it is blackened by the acid, thus 
making the contrast between the colors of the 
layers more striking and enhancing the 
beauty of the stones. Other colors are given 
to agates by soaking in different solutions 
and otherwise, but these methods are trade 
secret.

Mr. Cooley, in calling the meeting to order, 
again stated that the board would not change 


the route without good reasons. That a ship 


canal would have to be constructed, and that 
it was desirable ‘that the ship canal should 
start from the Stock-Yards region near the 
west end of the South Fork. 

Mr. Osborne of the Western Indiana was 
asked for his views upon the subject. He 
said he came for information, and hence had 
few suggestions to offer. He understood the 
board was condemning a route 800 feet wide, 
His company would object seriously to the 
condemnation of so wide a strip, and would 
prevent it if possible. It did not propose to 
have its sixty feet right of way made a “spoil 
bank for the drainage channel. 

Mr. Osborne was informed by Mr. Arting- 
stall that the board would actually use but 
200 feet of its right of way for the draw 
bridge, and that the right of way of the West- 
ern Indiana could be kept free from any 
spoil. 

Mr. Goodrich said the condemnation pro- 
ceedings contemplated a joint use by both 
corporations. 

r. Osborne then said that until the board 
had settled definitely what conditions of joint 
use it desired he would have no suggestions to 
offer. 

Mr. Thomas said that a crossing further 
south would be a less damage to the Western 
Indiana, for the contemplated crossing was at 
the entrance of its Hawthorne switchyards, 
where all the switching was done for the Chi- 
cago, Bnriington and Quincy, the Madison 
and Northern, and the Chicago and Alton. 
The crossing was also just atthe point where 
the Western Indiana tracks bein to mse to 
the viaduct over the canal and the various 
railroad tracks in the neighborhood. 

Mr. Winston of the Union Stock-Yards cor- 
poration had a number of practic#l sugges- 
tions to offer. The corporation I repre- 
sent,“ he said, has been misrepresen in 
connection with the drainage canal. 
It was immaterial to it whether 
the. canal was a waterway or 
a drainage canal. It did not drain into the 
South Fork; it was the packing-houses further 
west that depended upon that stream for 
drainage. The canal would nct benefit in the 
least the Union Stock-Yards. The company 
Was ready to consider any project the board 
might present to it and did not want to be 
represented as obstructing a public improve- 
ment: As far as a drawbridge at Western 
avenue was concerned it could not be built 
wifhout seriously interfering with the rail- 
roads that centered at that point. A more 
southerly route would be liable to stall greater 
damages, as a crossing near the Union Stock- 
Yards like the one proposed by the Santa Fé 
road would interrupt traffic on the busi- 
est section of track in the city. He called 
the attention of the committee to the 
West Fork of the South Branch, and 
asked if a route beginning at Bridgeport was 
not feasible. It would be less objectionable 
to the railroads and the railroad damages 
would be from $8,000,000 to $4.000,U00 less 
than on the Stock-Yards route. That might be 
an item for people to consider who were 
about to spend $20,000,000 or $30,000,000. If 
this more northerly route was taken the drain- 
age of the South Fork could be provided for 
by a supplementary canal. He suggested to 
the committee that they get a disinterested 
railroad man to give them an estimate of the 
railroad damages involved in the ptesent 
route. For himself the contemplation of the 
amount made him extremely nervous as a tax- 
payer. It was the most extravagant route 
that could be selected. 

In reply to the suggestion of Mr. Winston 
for a supplemental drain for the Stock-¥ards 
Mr. Cooley said that there were several objec- 
tions to such a scheme. It was always more 
practicable in a case of the soil to build a 

le channel, and a route beginning at 
Bri rt would ee the Chicago 
River through the heart of the city, which 
would not be the case if the route began at the 
Stock-Yards. What was to be done with the 
Chicago Harbor was becoming a serious ques- 
tion. There would comea time in the near 
future when vessels drawing twenty-one feet 
of water would seek entrance to the river, and 
it was a serious matter what was to be done to 
meet the demand. 

Chief Engineer W. & Jones of the Northern 
Pacific said that a drawbridge at Western 
avenue would present a serious obstacle to the 
working of the Northern Pacific system. It 
would be impossible to handle the business of 
the three roads owning the tracks and also the 
‘business of the roads leasing; them over two 
tracks of a drawbridge. There would need 
to be several bridges constructed at the point. 

Mr. Cooley said the board was committed 
to the Stock-Yards as an initial point, but the 
committee could report in favor of a ch 
if reasons strong enough were presented. fe 
realized that they must build for the future, 
and that the drainage channel must be con- 
structed to take care of the future growth of 
the city. It was his opinion that the route of 
the canal in the main, as now under considera- 
tion by the board, was the only feasible route 
for a ship canal from the Great Lakes to the 
Mississippi. 

Mr. Winston made a further suggestion 
that it would be advisable for the representa- 
tives of all the wards interested to meet the 
attorney of the board for conference. If the 
press was not ‘there, he said, they might be 
able to give the board some valuable informa- 
tion. He did not like to talk before the press. 

It was decided to hold another conference, 
to which all the roads should be invited, next 
‘Wednesday at 2 o’clock.

Artistic taste and 
architectural skill have made its massiveness 


look airy, and its facades and lines are joys to 


the vision. This is the Royal Palace Hotel, 
No. 22 Boston avenue, in the picture, with 
the upper air fanning its flags of all nations. 
But here is the reality. 

Boston avenue, a thoroughfare by courtesy 
of the City Directory, 1s only one block long, 
and runs from Desplaines street west to Hal- 
sted.

From 
its name one would suspect it was the home 
culture, baked beans, and university exten- 
sion, but instead it has been the resort and 
hiding place of the Boston avenue gang, a 
crowd of young hoodlums and adult sandbag- 
gers.

A Unique Clock Mechanism Being Tried by 
the Postoffice Authorities, 

At the entrance to the carriers’ lobby in the 
Postoffice is a new clock, It is an ordinary- 
looking timepiece, four feet high, and inclesed 
in a carved oak case. Similar appearing 
clocks are to be seen every day and they do

not attract as much as a passmg glance. This 
one, however, is of widespread interest, for it 
has taken upon itself the duty of keeping an 
accurate account of the movements of ail the 
mail carriers in the office. The machine first 
came to the notice of Inspector Stuart during 
his visit in Washington not long ago. 
found one undergoing experiments in the 
Washington Postoffice and he obtained per. 
mission to make the experiment here. 

The mechanism that will hereafter keep 
track of 200 busy letter carriers is known as 
the Bundy Automatic Register. It has a dial 
similiar to that of an ordinary clock, but 
down where the pendulum should swing is a 
large keyhole. Each carrier is provided with 
a key bearing his number in raised metallic 
figures. As he passes the clock he inserts the 
key into the hole and gives it a slight twist to 
the right. There is a click, a little bell rings, 
and on a strip of paper within the clock is 
registered his number and the exact time (in- 
dica fractions of minutes roughly) that he 
inse the key. For example 1 carrier No. 
134 left the 3 at 21 minutes after 
3 o’clock, the strip would bear the inscription. 

134—III—21. 

In this way an exact account can be kept of 
the movements of the employés entering and 
leaving the office.

WINDOM'S ESTIMATES CORRECT, 


Assistant Secretary Nettleton Refutes a 
Published Statement. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 24.—The attention 
of the Treasury Department was recently 
called to a newspaper statement to the effect 
that in his annual estimate of receipts and ex- 
penditures for the fiscal year which ended 
June 30, 1891, the late Secretary Windom over- 
estimated the receipts of revenue by $52,000,- 
000 and underestimated the disbursements by 
$67,000,000. The facts as they are shown by 
the books of the Treasury Department are 
given in the following letter of Assistant Sec- 
retary Nettleton:

“The overdrafts, said Mr. Kiolbassa 
“have to be subtracted from the general 
fund, leaving $600,186, bat the interest on

Before the statement was issued Carter H. 
Harrison called on Mr, Kiolbassa and urged 
him to do the best he could for the policemen. 
Mr. Kiolbassa said he Wasa policeman once 
himself and that he would try to pay before 
Jan. 1. On the strength of this the story was 
started that he was weakening. But when 
questioned on this point he said: 

have not weakened. That statement is 
a silly lie. I do say now, as I have said all 
along, that if there is any 1 — way by which 
I can pay the police. I sh only too glad 
to do it, but from the figures in my possession 
there is not enough money in the general 
fund and I could not legally make that trans- 
fer. I am the man who is responsible for 
this money, and 1 must protect myself and my 
bondsmen. If the Mayor or Controller can 
show me any legal way, I will follow it—but I 
shall not run to them, They have not con- 
sulted me and have left this matter to the last 
minute so that it was impossible to make any 
arrangement. I hope something can be done, 
though, so I can pay the police before the end 
of the month. ere will be a consultation 
Saturday, and the Finance committee will 
probably have a meeting then. Ald. Culler- 
ton was in this morning and he says my posi- 
tion is right.”’ 

Controller May does not agree with 
Treasurer Kiolbassa that the latter is entitled 
to any consideration. Mr. Kiolbassa is only 
the city’s banker,“ said Mr. May. I am its 
bookkeeper and Iam not obliged to submit 
my accounts to him. He is obliged to honor 
my warrants as long as there is any money in 
the fund on which they are drawn, and I am 
the man who is responsible, not he.”’ 

Mr. May referred to the Council proceei- 
ings of Nov. 24, 1884, to show that under 
Mayor Harrison the Council appropriated 
$100,000 out of moneys derived from saloon 
licenses for an increase of the police force. In 
this case, however, the appropriation had been 
sanctioned by a majority of the legal voters of 
the city at an election held Nov. 4 preceding.

SHOULD AID BOTH YOUNG AND OLD. 


The Grand Jury Recommends Admission 
of Children to the Detention Hospital. 
The grand jury just adjourned has made one 

report and recommendation that attracts es- 

pecial attention. The necessity for this offi- 
cial declaration was n.ade apparent by one of 
the grand jurors in a conversation witha 
reporter for Taz TMBU Nn: It is anly about 

a year since, he said, “that children of any 

age were refused temporary admission to the 

Detention Hospital. Prior to that they were 

received and cared for awaiting the 

action of the County Court. But 

the late Democtatic County Board, bemg a 

thoughtless as well as a reckiess one, was 

easily influenced when it saw none of its own 
interests at stake. First there came some little 
kicks from the matrons of the Detention Hos- 
pital about the reception of young children 
and then followed louder complaints about the 
extra trouble and inability to properly care 
for them. Then the members of the County 

Board were approached and the result of the 

kicking and grumbling of the matrons and 

other paid employés was the making of an or- 
der that thenceforward no child under 7 or 
over 14 years old should be received into the 

Detention Hospital. 

“This order,” continued the grand jury- 
man, “was the cause of much pain and dis- 
tress, not only to the helpless little waifs but 
to those who were aiming to assist and pro- 
vide for them and endeavoring to lift them out 
of crime and the gutters. ing refused ad- 
mission to the Detention Hospital there was 
no place to take them and keep them until the 
County Court could take action and that 
could not always be had at once. Now,a 
pauper has no and if he or she, whether a 
babe or an adult, is unable to take care of 
itself the county is bound by law to do so, and 
the hope of the grand jury was that the pres- 
ent Republican County Board would rescind 
the order so cruel to the little ones.

A Brilliant Elevated Railroad Prospectus 
Circulated in New York. 

Chicago appears to have some unusually 
able promoters in the elevated railway line.

PROMOTIONS TO BE BASED ON MERIT. 


New Rule in the Treasury Department for 
Competitive Examinations. 

Wasuineton, D C., Dec. 24.—Pursuant to 
the directions embraced in a letter from the 
President to the head of each department, 
dated Dec. 4, 1891, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury has completed a plan which will take 
effect Jan 1, under which all promotions in 
the Treasury Department will hereafter be 
made on a basis of merit only and as the re- 
sult of competitive examinations. These 
examinations will be made by an examining 
board in the department 1 . the 
Secretary and not by the Civil Service Com- 
mission, and, as a rule, each examination for 
a promotion to any grade will be confined 
to clerks in the next. lower grade 
and in the same office or bureau. A daily 
record will be kept of ‘the efficiency of each 
clerk by the chief of his division, and in all 
examinations this efficiency record will be the 
element of chief weight. 

The efficiency record will give the da 
standing of each clerk for punctuality, atten 
ance, conduct (including personal habits), ac- 
curacy, industry, aptitude, general ability. 
This is regarded as —— r

official favoritism, and places them exclusively 
on the basis of merit.

Willard A. Smith, Chie the Bureau of 
Transportation, will make a collection dem- 
onstrating the development of the methods of 
traffic and travel from the use of the goat-cart 
and the dugout to that of the hotel'ear and 
transatiantic flyers of today. Mr. Walker 
Fearn of Louisiana, head of the Department 
of Foreign Affairs, was our Minister to Greece 
under President Cleveland. His bureau will 
row more and more useful and busy as it 
fo llows and directs the plans of the foreign 
governments that will join in the display.

England's main building will be a reproduc- 
tion of some notable manor-house, like Hat- 
field (Lord gern sa s country place), or 
Sandringham pe ‘o> The idea will be to 
illustrate typical nglish architecture. A 
model English garden will be attached to the 
great house, a fine feature of the 
building will be a spacious hall filled with 
armor and hung with pictures, and to be used 
for receptions and ceremonial purposes. En- 
gland will appropriate £27,000 for her use at 
the Exvosisdon. Herr Wermuth, the German 
Commissioner, who came to C hicago in Sep- 
tember last with Sir Henry Wood of England, 
was less explicit with regard to Germany’s in- 
tentions, He said he thought his nation 
would select for its headquarters some typical 
ancient German building; and he added, after 
speaking enthusiastically of the Exposition 
grounds and buildings, that ours would be the 
grandest Fair ever beild, and that Germany 
would do its share toward the achievement of 
that degree of success. 


Continental Interest 8 


It is too early to discuss more fully the part 
that the foreigu governments will take in the 
Exposition. This is peculiarly disappointing, 
because there seems no doubt that many 
great countries will surpass all their former 
efforts at international exhibitions. Maj, 
Moses P. Handy, one of the Commissioners 
who went abroad last winter, says that their 
errand proved most wise and fruitful. It 
was thought advisable for some of the 
officials of the Fair to put themselves in 
evidence in the old countries to answer 
questions, and to induce the more tardy gov- 
ernments to move towards participation in 
the display. In most cases it was only 
necessary to see the heads of such govern- 
ments, but in Switzerland the rule was re- 
versed, and there popular 1 with the 
project needed to be arous ublic meet- 
ings. Swiizerland was nearer A 1aving done 
nothing than any other country, but owmg to 
the formal visit of the Commissioners the 
ancient republic is now earnestly interested 
in making a praiseworthy appearance 
at Chicago. In the other cases

In Sw and Denmark the 
Kings were seen, oy in the majority of the 
countries visited our Ministers presented the 
visitors to the Foreign Ministers of each 
court, and by these statesmen the Americans 
were introduced to those Cabinet officials in 
whose departments the matter came.

many, Switzerland, Holland, Belgium, Aus- 
tria, Norway, Sweden, Denmark, and Russia 
were thus induced to interest themselves in 
our Fair. In each country great success at- 
tended the visit of the Commissioners. 

It is known that there will be sent from 
India all that is needed to picture life in an 
East Indian village. Turkey, reluctant to 
bear the expense herself. has authorized pri- 
vate individuals to construct a realistic repro- 
duction of a Turkish street, probably of shops, 
and showing not only the wrres peculiar to 
the country, but her mechanics, artisans, and 
professional entertainers. Egy pt will show a 
more complete and picturesque reflex of the 
life of her people than that which was demon- 
strated by the famons Rue de Caire in the 
Paris Exposition. This exhibit will also take 
the form ofa street. It will be 400 feet 
long and lined with shops, cafés, 
dwellings, and amusement halle. It will be 
peopled with donkey-drivers, Egyptian serv- 
ing-maids, dancing-girls, jugglers, merchants, 
women, and children. Japan will spend half 
a million dollars in reproducing whut is most 
picturesque and effective in her architecture 
and in scenes from her home life; while China, 
exhibiting wit we teen ew “rag sanction for the

No one 
can speak one whit more positively upon the 
subject. It is even possible that some of the 
things that are here set down as fixed and cer- 
tain attractions of the Exposition will be 
changed or omitted. It is certain that a host 
of inviting features not yet known even to the 
managers will be mided to those here set 
forth. Allowance should be made by the 
reader for the uncertainties of so long a look 
ahead. 
Territorial Contributions. 

Our Territomes are nerved to make the 
most of their opportunity by uniting in a com- 
bined exhibit under one roof, though perhaps 
Utah may make a separate exhibition. The 
most important Territorial contributions will 
be in the line of mining and mineralogy, but 
this may not be the most generally interest- 
ing.

Chicago’s financial part in the preparation 
for the Exposition should be clear to every 
one, as it is a matter ot public record; but the

erstood and misrep nted. All the citizens 
appear to be ag upon one explanation of 
the situation, and it is a very simple story. 
At the outset 28,000 persons subscribed $6,000,- 
000. This was to be collected in in- 
stallments, and more than $3,000,000 
has been collected. Conditionally = 
$3,000,000 being collected, the Illinois Leg- 
islature authorized the city to issue bonds 
for a farther contribution of $5,000,000 to the 
enterprise. The $6,000,000 that were sub- 
scribed and the additional $5,000,000 from the 
municipality constitute $11,000,000, or $1,000,000 
more than the city agreed to put up. When 
the bonds for the $5,000,000 are issued there 
will be $8,000,000 of the citizens’ subscription 


fund to collect. 


Necessity for a Congressional Lean. 
Now, as to the national participation in the 
enterprise. The government appropriation of 
$1,500,000 has not been touched by the local 
corporation. It has no more to do with this 
money than it has with whatever sum Connec- 
ticut or Indiana may set apart for defraying 
the cost of their individual State exhibits. The 
Federal Guvernment appropriation is being 
used to meet the expenses of the National 
Commission and for the construction of the 
government buildings. But there will be nade 
upon Congress a demand for a loan of $5,000,- 
to be secured to the Nation out of the gate 
receipts of the Exposition. It is asserted 
that the necessity for this sum was brought 
about by the National Commission, which so 
enlarged the classification lists of exhibits as 
to greatly widen the projected scope of the 
Exposition, and to make $10,000,000 inade- 
quate for the purpose. This National Com. 
mission is a supervisory. body, representing 
all the States and the country at large, and 
laced over the local corporation in authority. 
he National Commission has recognized its 
responsibility and ba’ promised to codperate 
with the local corporation in asking for this 
loan. The request, therefore, will come to the 
government from its own representatives.—

I did T ‘hey made the usual clumsy 
plumber and gas fitter’s job out of it—sledge ham- 
mer, crow bar, four pounds of lead, and boss’ time 
thinking what to charge— . A patentee could 
sell the thing for 75 cents. I moved to another 
house and found a similar dangerous gas fixture— 
stop-cocks three inches apart. I again went 
to the firm of gasfitters and asked them if they 
could give me a brass thimble or some other 
contrivance to plug up, the ee to which the 
rubber Sperepine was attached and I got this an- 
swer: We sell hundreds of those fixtures with 
both stop-cocks three inches. apart. 80 long as 
they sell we don’t care what trouble they make. 
People should look out. The thing seems pretty 
dangerous, but it’s none of our business. 

I presume hundreds of Trrpunze readers have 
experienced trouble with the fixtare 1 mention. 
It is a disgrace to the gasfitters, and the sale of 
such a dangerous thing should be stopped by law, 
or the Coroner should make it his business to re-
